by cénfequence, however, of a royal 
meflage, which came through the 
firft, Lord of the Admiralty, Admiral 
Keppel attended in the clofet, to receive 
the commands of his fovereign. And 
although (to ufe his own expreffions 
upon his trial) his forty years endeavours 
were not marked by the pofleffion of any 
one favour from ake crown, except that 
of its confidence in time of danger, he 
could not think it right to decline the 
fervice of his country. And this the 
more efpecially, as the nation was repre- 
fented to him, by thofe, who had a night 
to be the beit acquainted with its condi- 
tion, to be in no very fecure ftasé? “Ta 
thar, and other fublequent royal audien- 
ces, he delivered his opinto: 
plainnefs and opennefs, which were e- 
jv fuited to his natural, and inci- 
ental to his profeffional character. He 
particularly took the freedom of obferv- 
Ay that he ferved in obedience to his 
ajefty’s commands; that he was un- 
acquainted with his minifters, as mini- 
fters ; and that he took the command as 
it was, without making any diffienlty, 
and without afking a fingle favour ; 
trufting only to his Majefty’s good in- 
tentions, and to his gracious fupport an 
protection. | 
Nor were appearances lefs favourable 
on the fide of the minifters. The bufi- 
nefs had been fixteen months in contem- 
plation, the firft propofal having been 
made in confequence of the alarming af- 
pect which the fate of publick asics 
exhibited; in the month of November 
1776 ; the notice of his appointment,

ftate of publick affairs was exceeding!y 
critical. It was well known that France 
had a ftvong fleet at Breft, and in fuch a 
ftate of preparation, as fufficiently indr- 
cated fonie immediate and important de - 
fign. Otr gréat commerci’l fleets, load - 
ed*witly that wealth, which could alone 
enable us to encounter fuch formidable 
enemies, and to fupport fo complicated 
and extenfive a war, were on their way 
home from different quarters of the 
globe. ‘To thé proteétion of the com- 
merce of Great Britain, was to be add- 
ed the defence of her extentive coatfts, 
the feeurity of her vait capital, and the 
prefervation of thofe invaluable refer- 
voirs of her naval power, in which were 
equally included, her prefent ftrength, 
and her future hope. All thefe im- 
menfe objefts, were committed to the 
defence of twenty fhips. 

The fleet had Raicaly arrived atits Ma- 
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sion in the Bay of Bifcay; when an occa- 
fion offered to thew, that great diicre- 
tionary ers are liable to much per- 
fonal rifque, unlefs the moft cordial fup- 
port is afforded, -by thofe in the admini- 
ftration of publigk affairs, to the perfon 
on whom thefe ‘powers is delegated. 
‘Two French frigates, with two {mallet 
veffels, appeared in fight, and were evi- 
ing a furvey of the fleet. The 
admiral’s fituation was nice and diff- 
cult. War had not been declared, nor 
even reprizals ordered. It was, howe- 
ver, necéffary to ftop.thefe frigates, as 

ell to obtain intelhgence, as to prevent 
ats being conveyed.’ Indeed it feemed a 
matter of indifpenfible neceffity, not to 
mifs the opportunity of acquiring fome 
knowledge of the ftate, fituation, and 
views of the enemy. But that fluétua- 
tion of counfels, which, as we have ftat- 
ed, feemed to prevail at that time, joined 
to the peculiar circumftances ote ad- 
miral’s political fituation, feemed, all to- 
gether, to render any ftrong meafure ex- 
ceedingly hazardous. He might have 
been difavowed ; and a war with France 
might be charged to his rafhnefs, or to 
the views and principles of his party. 
In this dilemma, the admiral determined 
to purfue that line of conduct which he 
deemed right, and to abide the confe- 

uences. The fubfequent behaviour of 
the French frigates, feemed calculated 
to afford a juftification for any meafure 
of violence he could have purfued, 

A general fignal for chac- 
ing being made, the Milford 
frigate got in the evening along fide of 
the Licorne of 32 guns, and in the moft 
obliging terms, required, or rather re- 
queited, the ‘French captain, to come 
under the admiral’s ftern; this was re- 
fufed; but upon the coming up of a thip 
of the line, and her firing a gun, the 
Frenchman ttood te her, and was brought 
into the fleet. The admiral fent a mef- 

ge to leeward, that every civility thould 

exprefied to the French captain, and 
alfo information given, that he would 
fee him as foon as they could come up 
in the morning ; the veffels who had 
him in charge received orders to attend 
to him through the night, and to bring 
him up without molettation.

This credit then, ferves the fame purpof- 
€3 as morey ; v money is the ticket or re- 
prefentative,o Ith, fo this is the re- 
prefentativeof money. Take this a- 
way, or deftroy st, and you take away 
two thirds of the means of doing bufi- 
nefs, and reduce two thirds .of the peo- 
ple, merchants and mechanicks, depen- 
dant on commerce, to beggary ; you 
reduce the produce of the country te lit- 
tle or no value, fave. for the purpofe of 
fatisfying prefent hunger, becaufe you 
prevent a forejgn market, and render 
the people at home unable to buy it. 

When credit ferves the fame purpofes 
as money, how extrgordinary it is, that 
the mo with their legiflature, fhould 
unite in the deftruction of it; and this 
too, at a time when money is fcarce, and 
intend this as a remedy againft that very 
fcarcity ! itis like making an aét to 
prevent the raifing vegetables, becaufe 
there happened a {carcity of meat. 

The legiflature of the Commonwealth, 
finding the people embarraffed, in the 
a 1786 pafled an act for the fufpen- 

on of law, as they called it ;.but be the 
name what it may, the bill was evident- 
ly a tender a&t, and the aflumption of 
a power to difpofe by an ex pof fado 
law, of the private contracts made be- 
tween man and mah. ‘This at once put 
an end to all credit, and locked up all 
the meney, fo that no loan on the credit 
of legal fecurity, can be obtained.—Had 
they paffed an aft declaring a rebellion 
to exift, and had fhut up the courts of 
Jaw, as to civil procefs, until peace re- 
turned, it would have been confonant to 
the conftitution, and have been an{wer- 
able to the pretext of the a&. 
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We do not derive our property from 
the State, or from the laws; property 
isour natural right, and government is 
intended to fupport and protect us in 
the afe and enjoyment of it. ‘The dol- 
lar I earn is mine, independent of the 
power of the State, and they can have 
no right to take it away from me, and 
give itto you; far as Mr. Locke fgys; 
“« What property have I, in that whet 
another by legal right can take from 
me, and giveto another, at his pleafure ?”° 
—If-then the dollar I have, is beyond 
the controul of the legiflature, furely, 
when on a voluntary and fair contrdét, 





I deliver it over,to another, on his pro- «, 


mifing to pay mie an equivalent at a fu- 
ture day, the legiflature have no more 
right to fay he thall not comply with 
that contraé, than they had in the firft 
inftance to take my money from me. 
You pees bs that they may withdraw . 
their aid from me, and not affitt miguin. 
compelling my debtor to pay me. So 
they might, when a man intetided to 
rob.or murder me, withdraw their 
teftion, and give me no aid. Both 3- 
like would bea diffolution of “the origi-. 
nal -compaét, and difcharge me from all 


allegiance to the Commonwealth.—Upom 


thefe principles the conftitution is pre- 
cigated 5 and the legiflature have no 
right to take my property and give to 
another, or to take it for the publick 
ufe, without: the’ greateft’ neceffity, or 
without giving me an equivalent for it. 

As thefe. meafures are againf the 
conftitution of government, fo are they 
oppofed to every principle of found po- 
licy. The moment they are adopted, 
credit ceafes, and the fpecie is fent out 
of the country, or locked up. When 
private credit is well fupported,-2 man 
may get a fum of money upon his eftate, 
for a prefent emergency; he may by 
payments and loans, fupply a whole 
neighbourhood, and one guinea, in the 
fpace of a week, by quic cifCulation§ 
will perhaps pay one hundred guineas 
worth of various debts, But now, 2 
man worth a thoufand pounds clear ef+ 
tate, may be ruined for want of a hun- 
dred, while his neighbour Ready Cath is 
alfo ruined, by living upon the princi- 
pal of that money, which be is afraid to 
lend. It is very unimportant to the 
State who has the property, provided it 
fan be taxed. 

But though equality of property, may 
be neceflary to the well being of a re- 
publican government ; yet the idea of an 
agrarian Jaw, and ubelition of debts, 
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Ry 2 mamas 
is totally condemned. by Montefquieu, 
and: other experienced and learned wri- 
ters ; becaufe, as on the one hand, it de- 
ftroys commerce, which depends alto- 
gether on good faith and credit; fo on 
the other, it juftifies, cr rather incul- 
cates and encovrages, idlenefs and dif- 
fipation, and prevents incentives to in- 
duftry and frugality ; for who will toil 
for property he is not able to keep ?. and 
who will labour for that which he may 
obiain by an act of the legiflature, and 
falfe and unjuft principles of tate policy ?

An A® declaring the treaty of peace be- 
tween the United States and his Britansick 
Majefty the Supreme law within this ftate. 

“6 Be it enadied by the General Ajjembly of 
Maryland, and it is bereby declared, That the 
treaty of peace made between the United 
States of America, and Lis Britannick Ma- 
jefty, is the Supreme Law within this late, 
and fhall be fo confidered and adjudgedgsim 
all Courts of law and equity; and all caufes 
and qucftions cognizable by the faid Courts 
re(pectively, ought, and fhall be determined 
according to faid treaty, and the tenor, true 
intent and meaning thereof. 

The profeffor Spitler, at Gottingen, has 
publithed a hiftory of Hanover, in which are 
the following particulars.

‘ Refolved, That ail monies accruing from 
he requifition of the 21ft of OGtober laft, or 
vanced by any of the ftates, fer che re- 
truiting, fubGifting or cloathing of the troops 
direéted to be raifed by the refolves of Con- 
grefs, of the 20th of Odtober laft, be credit- 
ed to fuch ftates, on the fpecie requifition of

fates refpeétively : Provided, that no ftate 
wing nade fuch advances, fhall obtain cre- 
dit therefor, until the accounts relative to the 
fame, are adjufted ‘at the treafury of the U- 
nited States. 

Refolved, That the aé& of Congrefs, of the 
aif of Otober laft, dire€ting the board of 
tteafury, to open a loan on the credit of the 
faid requifition, be, and it is hereby repealed.

“* Lat Friday I received information from 
Caleb Frink, Efq; of Swanzy in the ftate of 
New Hamphhire, that he had taken up Lieut. 
Ifaac Bullard, who had engaged forty men, 
fome in this ftate, but chiefly in Vermont 
and New Hampthire: In confequence of 
which, I colleéted ten horfemen, chiedy of 
this town, and fent for him, and immediate- 
ly ordered’a detachment from the troops un- 
der my commiand to followafter and cover their 
retreat, which proved a favourable circum- 
fiance, for the inhabitants of Wiacheiter, 
on hearifig of the movemént, ‘immediately 
beat to arms, and probably would have refcu- 
ed Bullard, but the detachment arriving {ca- 
fonably, they difperfed. 

“© Laft Wednefday night a party came 
down the river and advanced near this town, 
but being informed that part of my regiment 
was here, they concluded it would not be bet 
to proceed any further, and returned with 
out doing any mifchief. We have them 
frequently round ovr camp, and our fen- 
tries have fired on them, but none as yet have 
been either killed or taken.”
